The segment focuses on the HF and Echolink operations of Bharathi Prasad, 
VU2RBI, who served as the main contact point for amateur radio traffic in and 
out of India in the wake of the devastating tsunami. In Europe, the feature 
is broadcast on the ‘Global Challenges’ programme on the CNN International 
channel at 02:30 and 20:00 UTC on 24th April and on 1 and 8 May.

AMATEUR RADIO LICENSING IN THE UK 


Ofcom is in the UK what ICASA is here in the RSA and the following is a notice 
recently released by Ofcom: 


“On 26 May Ofcom will publish new proposals to reduce the regulatory burden 
on the amateur radio community whilst retaining the necessary safeguards to 
ensure the integrity of this important use of the radio spectrum. Ofcom has 
today published a summary of the key points that it will set out in greater 
detail in May’s consultation.”

The main change proposed is that amateur radio licences will be issued for life, 
and also issued electronically, resulting in cost savings for the amateur as well 
as administrative cost savings for Ofcom. It will be interesting to see what will 
happen.

PROPAGATION CONDITIONS 
What follows has been obtained from the ARRL newsletter. 


There was little change in terms of sunspots and solar flux the past week, but it 
was one of those periods where average daily sunspot numbers were up slightly 
and average daily solar flux was down a little. Average daily sunspot numbers 


were up more than 10 points to 50,9, and average daily solar flux was down 5 
points to 81,9. 


No large sunspots are detected on the sun’s far side, and the projection for the 
next week is for more of the same in terms of solar flux and sunspot numbers. 
April 25-28 could see a slight rise in sunspot count.
